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PSYCHIATRY 


To set a precedent, the class of 1966 took its official psychiatric training at the Psychiatric 
Institute instead of at Brandon Mental Hospital. 

Instead of crossing the street to get to work every morning, we were up at 6:30 a.m. and 
commuted between the Victoria General Hospital and the Winnipeg General Hospital by bus. 

Our first days on the wards were met with apprehension and anxiety but as we went on we 
found most of our previous beliefs regarding mental illness, fallacies. Psychiatry is a field of 
medicine which studies the behaviour of people and their actions. Through this study we found 
we soon learned to better understand ourselves. 

We learned that nursing is not just meeting patient’s physical need but also their emotional 
need. We soon became used to sitting down and talking to a patient or playing a game of cards 
with him instead of running around the wards doing treatments. This seemed strange at first but 
we soon found that time spent listening and talking to a patient might have done more good than 
we realized. 

Students from the Winnipeg General Hospital and the Misericordia Hospital joined us in our 
affiliation and we made many new friends. 

We would like to thank everyone who made our Psychiatric affiliation possible. To our clinical 
and classroom instructresses, thank-you, for your excellent instruction and guidance which 
made our psychiatric experience a profitable and enjoyable one.
